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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/28/2006 
is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Claims 1 and 12: In view of the limitations the prior art does 
not teach or fairly suggest a method and/or device for making 
electrical contact with a tension member (i.e. rope or cable) of an 
elevator with a connector having a conductive and tension member which 
penetrates the coating over at least one tension member as well as a 
restraining portion opening with a dimension ratio such that the 
connector remains on a selected side of the restraining portion. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted 
no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing 
delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
